any, clear night. But stars near the horizon 
are seen through’:so great a thickness of 
Atmosphere ‘as greatly to obscure their: light, 
and only the brightest ones can there be seen; 
Asa result, of this obscuration, it is: not likely 
that-more than 2,00 stars can ever be'taken in 


atasingle view by any ordinary eye. About |- 


2,000 other stars are so near‘the North Pole that 
they never rise in‘our latitudes. Hence, out of 
6,000 supposed to be.visible, only 4,000, ‘ever 
come withinithe ringe of our vision unless we 
make a journcy toward the cquator. ; 

As telescopic power.is increased, we still find 
stars of fainter and fainter tight, Bat the number 
cannot go on increasing for ever in the same 
ratio as with the brighter magnitude, b 
if it did, the whole sky would bé a blaze o 
light. | If telescopes with powers farexccediny our 
presentones were mide, they would no doubt show 
‘new stars of the twenticth and twenty-first, ct, 
magnitudes, But itis highly.probable ‘that the. 
number of such successive orders of stars would 
not increase in the samu‘ratio as is observed in, 
the eighth, ninth and tenth magnitudes,, for 
example, ‘The enormous labor of estimating the 
number of stars ofsuch classes will long prevent 
the accumulation of statistics on this: question ;, 
but this much. is certain, that.in special repions 

‘ofthe sky, which have been searchingly examined 
by various telescopes of successively increasing 
‘apertures,.the number of new, stars found is by 
ho means in proportion to the increased instru- 
mental. power. . If'this is found to be true. else: 
where, the conclusion may be that after all, the 
stellar system can be experimentally shown to 


~be of finite extent and.to contain only a finite |. 


number of stars. In the ‘whole’ sky ‘an cyc of 
average power will'see about 6,000 stars, as | 
have just said,

of modern times will show more than 60,000,000
